It’s been a long time coming, but it looks like resi¬ 
dents of the towns on this line will soon have a hard¬ 
surfaced, dust-free route all the way to Calgary. The 
announcement this week that the stage construction 
on Highway 24 will be completed this spring or by 
early summer at the latest, is good news and gives 
substance to the Hon. Gordon Taylor’s promise at a 
meeting in Mossleigh last May that ‘No. 24 Highway 
will be a surfaced, dust-free road in two years." 

When the standard hard-surfacing of Highway 
23 from the 12-mile comer to its junction with the 
four-lane No. 2 Highway is completed (probably 
three or four years from now at the earliest) it will 
give an additional hard-topped route to the city from 
the junction of Highways 23 and 24. 

The “stage construction” type of surfacing on 
Highway 24 is not designed to stand up under heavy 
truck-trailer traffic but it does provide a dust-free 
road at a cost of about one-fifth of standard base 
course construction. In years to come, and with 
government grants earmarked for the purpose as en¬ 
couragement, we expect to see main market roads in 
this and other counties or municipalities utilizing the 
stage construction type of surfacing to provide better 
and dust-free roads. Depending on the length of gravel 
haul necessary, the cost is estimated at from $5,000 
to $10,000 per mile and maintenance costs are con¬ 
siderably less than for a regular gravelled road.
